While the problems confronting our public schoo!'s are far 
from being satisfactorily solved, yet your School Board have 
reason to be well satisfied with the progress in education during the 
past year. 

The schools without exception have been successful and 
profitable. The School Board, teachers, parents and pupils have 
worked in harmony, thus accomplishing the best results. 

The usual number of schools have been maintained until the 
winter term when the number of pupils at East Lempster was so 
diminished that it seemed best to have no winter term in that 
district. 

We realize that our citizens nave been very liberal in the 
support of schools and we have been highly commended by our 
State Superintendent of Public Instruction for the number of 
weeks our schools arein session, the average attendance, anJl 
number of qualified teachers employed. 

’ If there is still one thing above others that needs improve- 
ment, it seems to us that it is to make our school rooms more 
attractive and sanitary. — 

This is an age when our physical requirements are receiving 
much attention. 

Teachers cannot awaken interest in the pupils and the 
children cannot perform their best mental work, when housed in a 
poorly ventilated, unsanitary schoolroom. Modern rural education 
demands better conditions. |

upon all who are interested in country boys and girls to provide the 
best possible educational opportunities.
